Known As “County Town” 
“ Previous to 1863 Gettysburg was 
known principally 
as 
the ‘County 
Town’ located in a fertile agricultur­ 
al country settled by thrifty people 
from the older counties in the east­ 
ern part of the state with considerable 
numbers from Ireland, Scotland, Eng- 
land and Germany. After more than 
fifty years since the place itself has 
been almost eclipsed by the battlefield 
whose name it 
took, one 
examines 
with curious interest the ‘Geography 
of Pennsylvania’ to find 
Gettysburg 
given scarcely 
more 
mention than 
New Oxford or Hanover. 
Its popula­ 
tion was then about 2,000, and the 
only buildings noted were the Adams 
county court house, Pennsylvania Col­ 
lege ami 
the 
Lutheran Theological 
Seminary. 
“Sixty or more years ago Gettys­ 
burg was a considerable manufactur­ 
ing center for the time while its lo­ 
cation near extensive forests of oaks, 
hickory, pine, ash and poplar devel­ 
oped a large lumber industry, now 
almost a thing of the past.

Recent promotions of oil projects

from available data, concerning the 
general geological conditions in the 
county, it wTould be impossible t h a t , 
any commercial amount of oil will 
In* found there. 
“In fact,” 
said he, 
“the ancient j 
crystalline and metamorphic rocks un­ 
derlying that part of Pennsylvania of- 
er no hope for the discovery of com­ 
mercial pools of oil or g a s .” 
Oil promoters have obtained leases 
upon a number of farms in the Cone- 
wago hills, in York county, recently, 
but no drilling has been started.
